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Memorial Dedicated to Frank J. Sprague 

Saturday. August 3rd. marked the dedication of the cornerstone of the new 
Sprague Memorial building of the Branford Electric Railway Museum at 
East Haven. Connecticut. 

These ceremonies were in tribute to the late Frank J. Sprague, eminent 
scientist, inventor, and engineer. Mr. Sprague, a former resident of North 
Adams, is the father of Robert and (ulian Sprague. August 3rd marked the 
100th Anniversary of his birth. 

Among the guests at the dedication were two of his sons. Julian K. Sprague. 
President who is pictured above laying the cornerstone, and Desmond Sprague 


of Bennington. Vermont. In addi¬ 
tion. his grandson, Peter Sprague 
attended, he is standing behind his 
father. Julian, in the above picture. 

President E. J. Quinby (pictured 
at extreme left) of the Branford Elec¬ 
tric Railway directed the program 
and joined with Julian Sprague and 
George J. M. Kuhn, chairman of the 
Railway, in placing the cornerstone 
after the invocation of Rt. Rev. 
Alexander Turner. 

The Log earlier this year published 
a review of “Trolley Car Treasure” as 
it applied to Mr. Sprague. He de¬ 
veloped the motor which made the 
horse car obsolete and won him the 
the contract to install the first trolley 
system in Richmond, Va. His com¬ 
pany subsequently installed more than 
100 systems throughout the country 
before its control passed to the Edison 
interests. 

Mr. Sprague's continued research 
brought in quick succession the de¬ 
velopment of multiple unit control, 
by which surface, subway and elevat¬ 
ed cars could be grouped into trains 
for one-man operation, the invention 
of electric elevator, automatic signal 
brake control, and similar develop¬ 
ments that finally won him the title of 
“father of electric traction”. 

On his 73th birthday, he was hon¬ 
ored at a dinner given by 75 of the 
nation’s leading engineers and scien¬ 
tists at the Engineering Societies 
auditorium in New York, where he 
was presented six volumes of testi¬ 
monials from 482 associates and others 
distinguished in science, education, 
and the arts. These volumes now are 
kept in the vault at the Sprague Elec¬ 
tric Company. 

He died in New York on Oct. 25, 
1934, and was buried with naval 
honors in the National Cemetery at 
Arlington, Va. 


Adaptability and 
Research Aid New 
England Growth 

Adaptability and research have 
been the keys to New England’s 
economic growth since World War 
11 and hold promise of its continued 
well being in the next few years, in 
the view of Robert C. Sprague, 
Chairman and Treasurer. 

Mr. Sprague expressed this view 
in an article on New England indus¬ 
trial trends which appeared in a spec¬ 
ial edition of the New England Elec¬ 
tric. System’s employe magazine. Con¬ 
tact. 

Mr. Sprague’s article is as follows: 

“New England's economic strength 
rests firmly on her manufacturing 
competence. The million and a half 
factory workers who spend payroll 
checks of more than five billion 
dollars set the income ball rolling. 
Their dollars provide a basic demand 
for manufactured products and the 
many services such as trade, finance, 
transportation, and communications. 
Except for New England's forests, 
where output is expanding, and its 
farmlands, where specialization is 
paying dividends, the region capital¬ 
izes on the resources of other areas by 
exchanging manufacturing skills for 
foodstuff and raw materials. 

“New England industry is more 
productive today than at any time in 
its history. While using a steadily 
diminishing proportion of the region’s 
labor force, it has expanded its physi¬ 
cal output enormously, thereby pro¬ 
viding ever-increasing incomes for 
citizens of the area. Per capita in¬ 
come in the six-state area has been 
higher than the national average for

“New and better equipment ob¬ 
viously explains much of the increase 
in factory output. In Massachusetts 
alone, manufacturers spent approxi¬ 
mately S262 million for new buildings 
and equipment during 1956. 

“Another major explanation for 
the improvement in industrial output 
has been a shift into more productive 
use of the dwindling supply of factory 
workers. This shift in occupations, 
which is characteristic of all New 
England, has added materially to the 
region’s income from manufacturing. 

“Post-World War II industrial 
trends in New England have set the 
stage for what may logically be ex¬ 
pected for the next few years. Two 
developments dominate the s< ene. 
First is the demonstrated adaptability 
of the New England manufacturing 
economy. We have shown our abil¬ 
ity to develop new products and new 
processes that provide new jobs and

These two words are closely related, 
for ii is impossible for “automated” 
feed-back systems to work without 
reliable component parts. At Sprague, 
the accent has not been heavily on 


reliability have made themselves fell. 
Three major production lines are in 
the process of relocation and modern¬ 
ization. Back in 1943 the Company 
established a department to supply 
the Western Electric Company with 
tin - dry electrolytic capacitors it 
needed for the manufacture of tele¬ 
phones and related equipment. In 
the 14 years that have transpired, our 
Companv has supplied Western Elec¬ 
tric with more than 5(of its total

automation, for our manufacturing 
process does not lend itself too readily 
to automation processes. Automa¬ 
tion requires a highly repetitive oper¬ 
ation where large quantities of a 
single item are produced. But we 
manufacture to over 45,000 different 
specifications, and with 12,000 new 
specifications each year, our Company 
cannot afford nor does it have any 
need at present for automation of 
manufacturing lines. 

Reliability, however, is an inherent 
factor in our competitive position. 
We. as a component manufacturer, 
sell our products to some 3.000 firms 
in the electronics and electrical in¬ 
dustries. Many of these firms are 
capable of manufacturing, themselves, 
many of the products which they use. 
We are in existence only because we 
are able to produce a better and less 
costly capacitor, transistor, or re¬ 
sistor, than our competitors and cus¬ 
tomers can manufacture. The search 
for reliability has become a funda¬ 
mental factor in the retention of our 
position as the leader in the electronic 
components field. Today with mis¬ 
siles and complex coinputors com¬ 
posed of tens of thousands of parts, 
the cost of repair and replacement is 
steadily mounting. Manufacturers, 
therefore, are constrained to use only 
the best in their equipment. Re¬ 
cently. Mr. Julian Sprague stated to a 
group of top military and industrial 
leaders that “Government contracts 
should be taken off the auction block". 
In other words, reliability cannot be 
bought at bargain prices. 

Today in North Adams the pres¬ 
sures of competition and the need for 


purchase of these components. How¬ 
ever, also over this period the art of 
manufacturing has changed and qual¬ 
ity. cleanliness, and reliability have 
become more and more important, 
and Western Electric is one of the 
foremost of our customers who de-

With these factors in mind, Sprague 
Electric realized that to remain com¬ 
petitive and, at the same time provide 
the cleanliness, quality, and reliability 
demanded, it had to rhodernize and

The past decade has witnessed a 
tremendous expansion of Adult Edu¬ 
cation. There are many reasons 
for this. It would seem that grown¬ 
ups came to the conclusion that 
education isn't just for children, it 
is a life long process, and helps to 
develop the talent and ability of the 
individual. It has also become a 
necessity to be aware of news, society, 
business and industry, so that they 
may acquire knowledge which will 
enable them to adapt themselves to 
the rapid changes. The adult even¬ 
ing school program provides an op¬ 
portunity to meet these needs. 

An increased working population 
and improved working conditions 
have enabled many people to raise 
their standard of living. These events 
have put pressure on industry to 
meet the increased consumer demand.

Editorial . . . 

The Big Spender 

(From the Pittsfield (l. E. Sews) 

In all the furor over Governor Furcolo's proposed sales tax, the only prob¬ 
lem that seems to have been considered is. “How c an the state of Massachusetts 
collect more tax dollars?" 

One fac tor that seems to have been generally ignored is Why? We. believe 
that the- why and how should be considered together in fact, that ihc-v are in¬ 
separable one as cause, the other effect. 

\\ hile the distribution ol the tax burden is certainly important, even more 
important is its total size. We are now paying state and loc al laxc-s which add 
up to S184 for every man, woman, and child in Massachusetts. Our taxes per 
capita are fourth highest among the- 48 slates. 

By comparison, in New Jersey, which is bigger than Massachusetts and no 
less economically and socially mature-, the- per capita lax is $30 less per person. 
\\ hy? Is it because our appetite for state- and local services is greater than 
people in most other stales? This may be- an important factor. Bui, in any 
event, there are several reasons which stand out. 

Massachusetts Spends More First, Massachusetts spends St-15.fit) per c apita 
for public assistance (welfare). New Jersey spends $5.06 per capita. Acluallv 
we spend three times more than this state which has a population 500,000 great¬ 
er than our own. Certainly no one would want to dc-nv welfare assistance 
where necessary. But. with this tremendous disparity of cost between Mass¬ 
achusetts and other states, it would seem that there is room for considerable re- 
evaluation of our present practices. 

Flic- stale pension system in Massachusetts is costing us more than most, if 
not all. other states. As was recently pointed out in the Berkshire- Eagle, many 
arc- collec ting full state pensions and collecting a salary for another state job 
at the same time. Many are collecting full disability pensions while holding 
other full-time jobs. Many others are receiving special handouts under the 
guise of the pension program. Again, no one objects to the many legitimate 
stale pensions. However, when favored groups are receiving special handouts 
at the expense of the rest of the- stale's citizens, there is obviously considerable- 
room for improvement. 

In Massachusetts, we have more government employes per c apita than any 
other industrial state-. Again, we cannot help but wonder if the people in 
Massac husetts need that much more help than our neighbors. 

Results of High Spending. Well then, what are the results of this high level 
of questionable spending? 

Massachusetts has the highest per capita property tax in the nation. 

Massachusetts has the highest corporate tax rate in the nation. 

Massachusetts has the second highest per capita debt in the nation. 

This is not to mention unemployment compensation and workman's compen¬ 
sation costs ranging at or near the top of the list. 

On a first-lhing-firsl basis, then, it's surprising that we are not far more- 
excited about getting at the cause of our lax problem rather than tinkering 
with its effect. The sales tax may or may not be- the right way to spread our 
tax burden. The income tax structure may or may not need revision upward, 
downward, or sideways. 

But. one thing is plain aud obvious unless Massachusetts does something 
about its spending, it cannot compete for business with its 47 sister stales.

facturing operations. Once the de¬ 
cision was reached, it became neces¬ 
sary to play "a game of checkers'* to 
determine what could be moved and 
where. 

Western Electric occupied two 
floors of Building No. 13, on Marshall 
Street, but this area did not provide 
opportunities for expansion. To find 
a suitable area, it was necessary to 
survey all manufacturing operations. 
The result of this survey showed that 
the top floors of Buildings 6A and OB 
offered the best possibility. To ac¬ 
complish the move, it was necessary 
to consolidate the various remaining 
commercial clectrolyiics on the sec¬ 
ond floor of Building 6A and 6B. 
Sixty percent or nearly 23,000 square 
feet of the new Western Electric area 
has been air-conditioned. This will 
now mean that all of our dry elec¬ 
trolytic foil rolling and preparation 
will receive the same high quality, 
clean handling. 

Concurrent with the relocation of 
Western Electric, is the improvement 
of manufacturing facilities for the 
tantalum and filter lines. The Filter 
Department will be moved from the 
top of Building 5 to permit expansion 
of the Tantalum Department. In 
addition, the formation area for tanta¬ 
lum located on the second floor of 
that building is being increased by 
100 %. 

All filter operations will soon be 
consolidated in Building 13. This 
will permit enough area to increase 
production up to 50%, due to new 
Sprague developments in filter de¬ 
sign. In addition, production on a 
new high reliability filter line will 
soon be underway. 

The careful planning that went into 
the relocation of equipment was also 
applied to the transfer of personnel. 
This modernization program has 
meant the shifting of nearly 300 em¬ 
ployes without any significant lay-off 
of personnel. We have been able to 
retain in their present jobs or transfer 
to similar work over 98% of the em¬ 
ployes affected. Our level of em¬ 
ployment has remained constant. 

One of the most important lessons 
to be learned from this move is that in 
our field of endeavor there is no 
“permanent” production job or man-

income to replace those lost. There 
is no substantial evidence that this 
basic flexibility has been materially 
reduced. 

“The second major development in 
recent years has been the emergence 
of research-based industry as the out¬ 
standing growth industry of the reg¬ 
ion. Fortunately this sort of activ¬ 
ity is especially suited loNcwEngland. 
The concentration of research and 
educational facilities, the availability 
of labor with skills and adaptability, 
the presence of related or service in¬ 
dustries, the rescarch-dcvelopment- 
climate of new business in the region 
all bespeak the naturalness of such 
growth. 

“To this prospect should be added 
the industrial potentials emerging 
from nuclear science and its applica¬ 
tion. New England has established 
an advanced position in this race and 
stands to gain greatly as its potentials 
are developed. 

“New Englanders have built their 
region into one of the country’s most 
highly developed and diversified 
manufacturing areas in spite of the 
difficulties of having to haul industrial 
raw materials and mineral fuels from 
relatively remote areas. They have 
accomplished this largely through 
their ability to conceive and imple¬ 
ment new ideas—ideas for market¬ 
able new products, for ways of im¬ 
proving old products and for new 
ways of making things.

More and more New England 
manufacturers are demonstrating 
their conviction that research is vital 
to every business desiring to remain 
competitive and profitable.”
